Not lone after Mra. UcQulre bad gone 
Mrs. Wuiler left tba bouao to attend 
tu s cow which waa sraainK across the 
railroad V short distance from the 
bouse, which ia on the lower xlile nf 
the rn«d, not far t..;lu» tin- i.ld .Mr- 
Oulre place.

WashiiiKInii, Aug. ti. — .Mrs. Woodrow 
Wilson, wife of the President of the 
United States, died at the White House 
at 6 o'clock this afternoon. Death came 
after a brave struggle of months 
against ttrlght'H disease w^th compli- 
riillnns. 

The President was completely un- 
nerved by the shock, and his grief was 
heart-rending. He bore up well under 
the strain, nowever, and devoted him- 
self to his daughters. 

The end came while Mrs. Wilson was 
unconscious. Her Illness took a turn 
for the worse shortly before 1 o'clock 
in iHe afternoon, and from then on ahe 
grew\ gradually weaker. 

Kneeling at the bedside at the end 
were me President and their three 
daimhli'Ki. Dr. Cary T. (irnysnn. U. S. 
N. ami aMirse were In the rnnm, and 
Just outside a door were Secretary Mc- 
Adoo and Francis B, Sayre, Mr. Wil- 
son's Bona-ln-law, and Mr. Tumulty, 
his secretary. 

Both houses of Congress adjourned 
when Mrs. Wilson's death was an- 
iinuiKcd and fur a brief time the 
wheels of the Uovernmenl practically 
stopped, while everyone paid respect 
ttf the loss of the Prealdent 

Beginning of the End. 

The beginning of the end came at 
Id ncli.rk this morning when Dr. K. 1'. 
Davis, of Philadelphia, who had been 
nailed in for con.Huliatinn, realised that 
the time for hope had poaaed. He took 
the iYesldent Into the Red room of the 
White House and there In a broken 
voice told him the truth. Mr. 'Wilson s 
face ilia Milii-d, but he bore the sliocK 
well, lie waa Informed that the end 
was only m question of hours. 

Mr. Wllaon then took his daughters. 
Mrs. W. G. McAdoo, Mrs. Bayre and 
.Mi.'^N Margaret Wilson, aside and told 
ilifm of their mother's condition. Until 
then they liail llimiKht there WaS a 
chance for her recovery. 

I'Yom that tlma on the Prealdent and 
bis daughters remained constantly at 
Mrs; Wilson's bedsld^ The President 
held his wife's hand and the three 
tIauKhters wire grouped nearby. I'ntil 
site lincanie iiiH-iinsclous Mrs. Wilson 
Ireinienily nndiled to one or the other 
and smiled cheerfully. 

Teuohing Oevotien. 

During the day Mrs. Wilson spoke to 
Dr. (irayson about the President, whose 
health she thought more about than 
she did of her own. 

"Promise me," she whispered faint- 
ly, "that If I go you will take care of 
my huaband." 

It was the same touch of devotion 
whlcii she had so {nany times repeated 
— her conslanl anxicly baviUK been 
that the President might not worry 
about bar or be disturbed in oRlclal 
tasks. 

The President returned to the slbk 
room from the last conference with 

the ilociiir. his Ihrec daughters le.iiiing 
nil lii.s arm. l-'rami.s itnWfS Sayre, 
Secretary McAdoo und Secretary Tu- 
multy Stayed outalde the door. Mrs. 
Wilson lapsed into unconsciousness, 
but rallied. By 1 o'clock she began to 
sink rapidly. She could still recognize 
those %l>oiil hi r. niid looked cheerfully 
tnward thini wiili Ihe ..lanie sweet 
smile that will linger long In the meg- 
ory of tbe many who knew her. It waa 
a characteristic expression of sweet- 
ness which nOlclals and their farniHes, 
aa well as people in the slums whom 
she had befriended, had learned to 
love.

Just at the hour of 6 death come. 
The President and his daughters were 
In tears, Secretary Tumulty walked 
slowly to the executive offlces, his head 
bowed. Quietly he amnounced to the 

correspondenta that the tnfi had come.

Cause of Death. 

Dr. Oraysnn Issued an nlllrlal state- 
ment on the nature of .Mi.i. Wilson's 
Illness, which resulted in bi r death. 
The statenuMit \va.s a.s fnllnWH: 
"The chief cause of Mrs. Wilson's 

iUnaaa was a chronic kidney trouble. 
This developed as one of the results of 

a nervinis breakdown brought on by 
overwork. In her amiiltlnii tn perfnrm 
her full duty In WashliiKton. Mra. Wll- 
Hiiii added tn her social obligations n 
very great activity In other work con- 
nected With the slums of Washington, 
and In various other enterprlaea con- 
nected with the betterment of condi- 
tions of life here.

CONVICT LABOR TO BE LEASED. 

Frankfort, Ky., Aug. 6.— Bids for the 
labor of 660 convicts In the Frankfort 
Reformatory will be advertised at once 
by the State Board of Prison Commis- 
sioners. These convicts are now under 
lease tn the llnKe-.Mnntgomcry Com- 
pany, whose contract without the op- 
tion of renewal will expire January 1. 
The early advertisement, Chatfuan 
O'Sulllvan said, was so that if lome 
contractors other than the present 
lessee of the labor should secure the 
contract they would have time tn make 
arrangements to install machinery be- 
fore the end of the year. 

In February the' contract for the 
labor of some 400 convicts In the 
broom factory at Eddyville will ex- 
pire.

At the meetiiiK of the (Com- 
mission here next Saturday the defi- 
nite number whloh its members desire 
to establish by September will be des- 
ignated, but Mrs. Cora Wilson Stewart, 
chairman of the Commission, said that 
1.000 would be the minimum.

In Montgomery 
enmity every teacher volunteered un- 
der County Superintendent Georgia 
Sleed, who will lead the movement and 
teach a moonlight school. In Clay the 
first county Illiteracy Commission was 
voluntarily organised and money rais- 
ed for the work.

destroy, as painlessly as possible, all 
unmuzzled dogs running at I&rge with 
a view to the prevention of Hydropho- 
bia. Failure to observe this re<iuest 
is punishable by fine before any mag- 
istrate. 

Through arrangements with the 
United States Public Health flwviee. 
the State Board of Health is Enabled 
to give the Pasteur treatment at the 
Bacterlologrical ' Laboratory, Bowling 
C.reen. Kentucky, without expense, to 
inilividiinls who have been bitten by 
rabid dogs or other animals. Dogs' 
heads suspected of being mad should 
be sent to the Laboratory, by express 
prepaid, and the result of the examina- 
tion will be telephoned or telegraphed/ 
This Hoard lakes this occasion to 
Inform the penple nf Kentucky that 
mad stones are useless if one Irf really 
bitten by an infected animal. Their 
use gives a false sense of security and 
their use Is forbidden by law.

THURSDAY. 

Oertnany, In pushing ita advance' 
through BelKum, has mat with stronK 
opposition around Liege, where the 
Belgian forces, according to offlcial ad- 
vices reaching BruaaVlB, have repulsed 
the German army of the Meuse under 
G«n. Von Bmmlch. The Germans are 
reported to have lost several thouaand 
ip klUed and wounded. Field Marshal 
Kitchener has been appointed Secre- 
tary of State for War In the British 
Cabinet, and will have under his direc- 
tion the ■ military campaiKn against 
Germany. The French troops have 
joined the Belgians in opposing the 
progress of Germany through Belgium, 
and it is reported that possibly Great 
Britiun may send re-enforcements. 

The President of the United States 
has proflen ii liis .serviecf uh mediator 
to till Kuropean nations at war. 

The German Ambassador wiU leave 
England Tburaday by dispatch boat. 
Both at St. Petersburg and Berlin the 
German and Ruaatan embassies, re- 
spectively, have been attacked by 
mobs. 

The capture of a number of German 
steamers by the British is reported, 
and the British cruser Amphlon has 
sunk the Hamburg-American Line 
steamer Koenlgin Luise. 

Russian frontier patrols have pene- 
trated ten miles into Germany. 
' Travelers returning from the North 
tsea brine word that no hostile war- 
^ ships were to be seen. 

Germany haa issued an ultimatum 
to Italy a party to the Triple Alliance 
which has declared neut^allt^■. 

• Measures for the relief of the 100,000 
Americans aboard have been perfect- 
ed. President Wilson yesterday signed 
the bill appropriating t2,&00,000 in gold 
to be sent abroad. The cruiser Ten- 
nessee will leave with this amount and 
$6,000,0000 more soiit l>y bankers to- 
night. Plans are now bsiiig perfected 
for chartering a fleet of neutral vessels 
to brins Americans home. 

The financial tone of this country 
was more reassuring yesterday, -and all 
signs were bright. The biggest prob- 
lem was to take care of the foreign- 
owned stock brouBhl over by the 
Olympic, but the New York bankers 
jpomblned to handle tbem. 

The Senate passed the Newlands 
Bill for the creation of a Federal Trade 
Commission of Hve members, which 
will have extended authority over cor- 
porations.

Tlio Hriti.Mh admiralty lefu.sei 
information as to whether a naval en 
gagement is In progress, but the Brit 
Ish warships, which put out several 
days laco, have been searching for the 
Germans in the North Sea. The Brit 
ish cniser Amphion has been sunk by 
contact witli a mine, with a loss of 
more than a hundred men. 

Emperor William, of Germany, in 
an order to the army and navj-, calls 
upon all Germans capable of bearliiK 
arms, to fltiht for the fatherland.

especially whan the animals are being 
fattened for market. Borax la not a 
very polaonous substance and ' the 
feeding ot garbage that contains it to 
hoga, ia not likely to be a eerloua mat- 
ter. On the/other hand borux in larKe 
iiuantltlew doee produce gastric dia- 
tni lianci M and for this reaaon u certain 
amount ot care is advisable. 

The method of using this subatanoe 
in the case of stables is to sprinkle 
the borax or eolemunlte In the iiunnti- 
tlea Klven above, by meuna of a tloiir 
alfter or other fine Bleve, around the 
outer edges of the pile of horae ma- 
nur* should then be sprinkled imme- 
diately with two or three gallons of 
water to eight bushels of manure. It 
la eBsentlal, however, to sprinkle a lit- 
tle of the horax on the manure aa It 1b 
added dally to the pile. Instead of 
waltlwg until a full pile la obtained, 
bediuae thiB will prevent the egga 
which the Hies Iny on fresh manure 
from hatching. Aa the fly maggota 
cnngrettale at the outer edge of the 
manure pile, moat of the borax ahould 
be Hprlnkled thure. 

Horax coats 5 to 6 cents per pound 
In lOO-pnund lota In Washington, and 
it Is estimated that at this rate It 
would coat only one cent per horne per 
day to prevent all lireedlng of (Ilea In 
city xUililoH. If lalclncd colimiinlte l« 
purchuaed In lurBe Bhlpmenia, Ihla oohI 
ahould be conBldernbly leaa. At the 
name time. If the borax is used cm the 
nanure only In the proportions aiat. d, 
ta value for use In the garden, or for 
xale to farmers Will not be lessened. 

In view af this discovery, there, now 
aeoma little excuse for any bortfe owner 
or realdent of a city allowing typhoid 
files to breed In his sUble or garbage 
can. 

It ia believed that this information 
will greatly help the htalth authorilleH 
n their ranipMi^ti against the typhoid 
fly. The health authorities have long 
tried to prevent the breeding of iliea in 
city stables through the ufte of Iron 
sulphate »« » laivarlile. In the rune 
of iron anlphaii. lo.wover. u larKe 
amount Im itiinired, and other lnnecll- 
lil. H Huch an parlH green or poiaHwium 
cyardde, while effective In killing Hi" 
files, are very expenaIve>or extremely 
polsonoua. Borax, which la uaed free- 
in nioMt hoUHeholds. and Is readily 
ivailalilf III all paitH ot the <-iiiiiiliv. 
tuiH the advantage of being compara- 
tively non-polsonous and non-lnflam- 
maliie, readily soluble In water and 
easy to handle. It can be purchased 
at retail for 10 cents a pound, and a 
f.jni'1,' pound used as directed In a 
i.ii|.-c piiil '•r ..pen toilet in.iy pre- 
vent the breeding of hundrodB of dan- 
gerous flies.

It had one rain In .Iiine, another .Inly 

and iinoiher .Inly 14. This is .Inly 
1«. This is less llnin half the amount 
of rain wo want here for a good com 
<rop. This corn has liot suffered for 
rain. It Is the best llald of corn In this 
community. The prospects now are 
for heavy yield. 

We are told that a \ic;ivy crop 
crimson clover contains luo pounds or 
more of nitrogen, 66 to 80 pounds ot 
which come from the air it la worth to 
me 65x28 1-8 oenta, or 815.

While people ahould be careful 
about the condition of the food they 
eat at all seaaoris of the year; they 
should be particularly watchful during 
the Bummv months. In but weather, 
bacteria multiply far more rapidly than 
in cold weather and produce chemlciil 
changes In some foods which greatly 
lessen their nutritive value and often 
make them unfit for human consump- 
tion. Unfortunately, there Is no quick 
absolute, simple, practical way ot de- 
termining the presence of hurtful 
bacilli In foods or of ol.i.iinint' imsitlv* 
evidence of the exislcin i' ..f |Jl..iiKunes. 
The average family does not have the 
delicate apparatus needed for these 
tests, nor the skill to detect these 
micru-organlsms. 

The housewife will And eyes and 
nose the safest practical detectives of 
bad food in hot weather. If any arti- 
cle has any siisi«liioii of an unusual 
odor or li.i.l^.i iibiimmal, it should be 
avoided, people eating In doubtful 
restauranta* ahould be particularly 
careful about meats or flsh cooked 
with a hiKhly spiced or. aromatic 
sauce which might disguise a hail 
taste or warning odor. Only sweet 
smelling, clean food should he eaten, 
Spotted, green, slimy, or frothy apots 
also ahould be regarded with suspic- 
ion. Taste of course la a supplemen- 
tary test, but one to be used alter eyes, 
nose, and fingers. A moilnr Ixforc 
she allows her child to eat anything 
should examine it carefully In aa^ood 
ight, smell It, and finally taste It. 

Milk particularly deteriorates rapid- 
ly under summer heat, especially If It 
ilready contains bacteria. House- 
wives, therefore, should see to it thai 
their milk after being left by the milk- 
an does nut stand tor any length of 
time on u hut babk porch Or Stoop be- 
fore it is put in the ice-box. Milk 
bottles should be kept closed, both in 
the ice-box and out of It. if there Is 
iiy doubt at all as to the excellence 
f the local milk su|iply, pasteurize 
all milk. 

All foods should be kept covered or 
wrapped, and always out of the reach 
of files, which are Oendly carriera of 
typhoid. All vessels, pitrliirs. etc..

I'licooked foods ua a general propo- 
sitioiv should be avoided. Children 
ahould not be allowed to eat the akins 
of triiita, especially fruits which have 
been , xp..siil to flies or street dirt or 
uiiscre.-iH-d stands or push-carts. 
Those who go away for vucullon 
hould not get the Idea that every- 
thing In a summer resort or straage 
city is neoesaarlly pure and whole 
aome. The dangei of typhoid fever in 
country resorts la very great. Many 
of the cases ot ty|>hoid fever recorded 
In the fall In cities where the water la 
pure had Iheir origin in water or con- 
taminated Bubstancea drunk or eaten at 
aome summer resort. Insist on boiled 
water.' If you absolutely cannot Kct 
boiled wat^r, make very sure about the 
reputation of springs, wells, ci tap wa- 
ter. Refuae absolutely to take any wa- 
ter that oomee frpm a source near an 
outhouse or stable, ,or in a neighbor 
boi.d where fever is at all prevalent, 

lt..iieil water can be made Just as 
Ikihitnlile as unboiled w'ater. The Hat 
taste w liic h boiled water has soon iifler 
it haa been boiled is due lo the fact 
that boiling drives out of It the air that 
it held in solution. If the water after 
boiling Is put in scalded shallow open 
pans and allowed to stand for ;!4 hours 
where Itlis or dirt cannot net at it. it 
will renaln Its air and have its usual 
taste restored by the second day. 

I'lnally It Is particularly important 
In summer that people should not be 
misled into liellevliiK that the label 
"fluaranteed under the HkkI and 
DniKS Alt" on cans aad packages 
means that the government has tested 
these foods and pronounced them pure 
and desirable. The government d 
not make the guarantee. The guar- 
antee Is ma«le wholly by the manufar 
tiirer, and means no more than win 
your own urocer guarantees that the 
suKHr be weighs out for you Is all right. 
Kxainine goods labeled "guaranteed" 
liisl aa carefully as any other kind.

Ihe household. The fur of even the 
most cleanjy cats and dogs must come 
In contact with maiiy thInKS which we 
would not care to hhve touch our food 
111 many families where the animals 
are not allowed In the living ronins for 
fear of soiliiij: the furniture, tin y are 
given free range In kitchen ajid pan- 
try, where the chances are they will 
leave more or less loose hair and dirt 
and which may find Its way to food 
nli'iislls or to foml. 

.\ word should also be siiid iiminl- 
liiK animal pest.s. Itiits iiiiil mice arc 
regarded by all housewives us destruc- 
tive »nd disagreeable in every way. 
and no one cares to eat food which 
they have touched. Traces of the pres- 
ence of mice may sometimes t)e noted 
in cereals and other foods sold in open 



boxes and aimllar containers in mar- 
kets and shops which are oareless in 
such matters. This suggests another 
reason for keeping such foods in glass 
iars or tin cans or Similar receptacles 
in shops and In the pantry and store- 
room. In addition to the food whicii 
they destroy and the pecuniary loss in- 
volved, rats->and mice are a laenace tti 
heiUtta, OS they arelcnown to be carriers 
of disease. Bubonic plague, diphtheria 
and many other similar diseases Inay 
be communicated by rats.

HAIRY VETCH AS A 

WINTER COVi£R

In a preceding article the writer 
reodihmended crimson clover aa u 
cover crop that does well on many of 
oitr soils. The seed is cheop, and wltli 
cure may be sown very proiitabh. 
Seeding' should b,* done early. Au- 
gust Is perhaps the best niuiilh in this 
latitude. The crop matures early the 
following year and can be turned under 
in April so to be followed by corn. 
There are conditions, however, under 
wblch crimson clover cannot be used. 
Some soils are too pm.r- f..i- it. Tin- late 
summer and early fall may be so dry 
that a stand could nut be gotten. Un- 
der these circumstances hairy vetch is 
worth ciinslderinK. for it is both more 
hardy and can i>L' sown succt-s.sl ully 
later in the season than crimson 1 b.vi r. 
In our trials October seeding has K-en- 
erally been successful, but a September 
seeding Is much to be preferred. 

Prom green manure porposes vetch 
should be sown by Itself, but if wanted 
sown with It to advanui^e, both 
aa a hay crop a wi iter cereaJ may be 
hold up the vetch and to tncreaile the 
yield ot hay. Wherever winter oats 
do well a mixture of vetch and oats, 
especially If sown early in the fall, 
would be expected to gU-e pood results. 
Vetch may be sown with either wheat 
or rye, and If the seeding be late either 
of them Is preferred to oats, but wheth 
er the vetch In a lalenown mixture will 
make up any cpnslderable proportion 
of the crop Is very uncertain. 

A Kreat drawback to vetch Is the 
liiKh c'.st of the seed. This can b' 
obviated by itie farmer growing his 
own seed Since vetch and oats, and 
other amall grains, mature together 
some farmers thresh the mixture and 
afterwards adjust the preparations, ad 
ding either more Krain or more vetch 
seed as may be dolred. 'i'lie pno tical 
dlUculty presents Itself, however, of 
k«i)»)>lnf , out weed seeds. The writer's 
ol^ernttlon ia-that theae mixtures are 
often very foul with cockle, cheat, etc. 
Another drawback to vetch la its late 
sprini; Krowth. Unle.ss sown early and 
on rich land Ihe fall and winter growth 
is very small and affords practically 
on grazing and disappointing aa a win- 
ter cover. Alao, It com be desired af- 
ter it, a late planting of the corn will 
be necessary If full advantage to to be 
gotten from the vetcli ua a manure 
crop. I jUot ^'..^ l.i-aiis or sorghum fol- 
low vetch better than corn. 

Considerable experimental work has 
been done on a rotation of vetch and 
soy beans tor poor land. Both crops 
are nitrogen gatherers and the vetch 
Is Krown each year to be turned under 
in manure ami f..ll..w('d b\ soy beans 
for hay. A market Increase in soil 
tertlllty has been found to follow from 
a few years of this kind of cropping, 
The queatlon of tertlllcers fur crlm 
son clover and hairy vetch Is ot con- 
aideruhle lmi>ortunce. The writer 
strongly of the opinion that a dollar 
invested in acid phosliute for leKiime 
crops will bring the greatest returns. 
Not only will a moderate application 
of, say. 200 pounds per acre furnish 
a large part of the mineral food n- 
ijulred by the cover crop, but it wil 
be ample for the corn or other cn.f 
which follows. In fact, it beats kill- 
in 1; two birds with one atone, tor the 
crimson clover and vetch, being le 
gumes, will gather more nltropen 
when aided by the phosphate than 
they would without it and the sue 
ceedhiK crop is b. neiiied accordingly. 
Also, if ground limestone is to be 
applied to the land a good time is 
Just before sowing the cover crop 
which is more than apt to be benefited

Experiment Station has made a very 
auspicious bejflnnInK at listhiK stock 
for sale and also at getting in touch 
with prospective buyers of live stock 
however, like every other business 
worth while. It meets with ite difflcul 
ties. For example. It has some requests 
that It has not as yet been able to nil 
iiul on the other hand it has siiine e.\- 
ellent stock listed for which buyers 
have not been secured as yet It is 
surprising, however. In spite of the dry 
weather and other unfavorable condi- 
tions to notice the hea\'y demand for 
iiitli Krade and pure lired stock. 

l!y the way i.f i xplaiiaticm to those 
not familiar with the workinss of the 
live stock exchange of the ExperimOttt 
.Station, the following statement might 
be made. The Extension Department 
of the Station was organised to devise 
elflclent means of carrying helpful In- 
formalioM to fanners, and otherwise 
operatlni; to improve tlie condition of 
the Kentui k\ farmer. .•Xniiing the ac- 
tivities enKaKed in by this department 
have been the Issuinx of special press 
notices, conducting short courses both 
at the A>Trlcultural Colletie and in var- 
ious places over the .Stale wliere the 
Interest is great enough to warrant It. 
the organisation^ of farmers', and 
breeders' associaAons, conducting ed- 
ucational agricultural exhibits at 
county and other fairs and exhibitions, 
the conducting of boys' encampments, 
etc.. for agricultural instruction, the 
Installation of county agricultural 
agents, the organisation of boys' and 
girls' clubs, the organisation and sys- 
tematic Instruction of clover and al- 
falfa clubs, demonstration In reclama- 
tion of worn out soils. Itinerant advis- 
ory work, the rejuvejiation of old or- 
chards, spraying and pruning demon- 
strations and general horticulture im- 
provem^t work, the building of bams 
and silos and general dairy Improve- 
ment work, the introduction of agricul- 
ture Into schools, and other such en- 
terprises too numerous to mention. 

Une of the most recent undertakings 
Is the al>oVe mentioned live stock ex- 
change which acts as a medium for 
those who wish to buy and sell. No 
eu are charged. No responsibility Is 
assumed by this department, as its 
onI\' effort is tt» put tlie i»rosperti\-<. 
buyer and seller In communication, 
leaving them to make their own trade. 
This is a service that should Interest 
and help every farmer in the State but 
it takes cooi>eratlon to make such a 
thing go. The farmer can help not 
alone by listing stock or ofTerinK to 
buy, but if he knows uf a prospective 
buyer or seller he should so inform 
this office and likewise the Interestpd 
party. Farmers have been accused of 
lieinK Indifferent as regards the bet- 
lirnient of farm conditions but this 
shonlil ri.it oliiani when It comes to an 
enterprise whose success depends up- 
on the cooperation of the fsrmera 
themselves. 

Just now we are In great need of a 
Krade Shorthorn or Red Polled bull, 
si'veral youiiK Hereford heifers, four 
k'rade rercherori mares, twenty calves 
or beef breeds or grades, a number of 
pure bred Angus cattle. Southdown 
and Shropshire Sheep, about twenty 
Duroc and Berkshire swine and a 
number of Jersey heifers and cows, 
fill llie sale list is a lartfe assortment 
liiit none happened to suit the above 
prospective purchasers.

Ami Nat>iileon 
wa« taii^lit the important lesson tli.ii

but .God disposes."

He ImMs the universe to- 
Kether anil -•^nslains all the orba of 
heaven. He tares for the siiarriiw and 
numbers the huira of our heads. He 
sends th« sunshine and the rain and 
irlves the Seedtime and the harvest, 
(iod is as truly the I'reserver of all 
thinps as h*- is Ihcir rrtMior, and with- 
out his iiintrol anil intervention the 
whole system of the univeife woiilil 
full tu pieces and nuthing would re- 
main except a chaotic mass of matter.

Or suppose a 
rat had cnawled a hole In the bottom 
of .Noah s :nti, or ilo- iroroilil.' of ilo' 
Nile had ilestroyed .Vloses, or the water 
of the Hell s. a had closed In on the 
children of Israel as It did on Pharsah'H 
army. To leave Hod out of any of 
these thiiuts supgested might have 
happened. Who is so blind that he 
cannot see an all-wise Providence at 
every turn In human history? 

What if the <dl had failed In the 
cruse and the meal In the barrel had 
given out and Elijah had starved? 
Then there would have been an etern- 
al drought in Israel.

It was not an accident 
that the trreat fish idcked up Joiiah 
and delivered him up. The three He- 
brew children went through the fire, 
but God was with them. It Is better 
to go through the Are here with liod 
than to go through it here.il't' r with- 
out him. "The righleoUH is delivered 
out of all his trouble, and the wicked 
come in his stead." So It was in the 
case of Human and Mordecai. 

.lohn Knox had many enemies who 
sought his deslnii lion. He was In the 
habit of sillim,- iti .-i particular chair 
with his liae-l( lo the wimlow.One even- 
iiiK. liowiM-r, Ik wcailil not sit in that 
chair nor allow any one else to do so. 
That very evening a bullet was sent 
through the window with a design to 
kill him. He was hmv.i1 by |i jirevent- 
Ing Providence. Tlnre are no .icil- 
ilents. and iiolhiiu; hapjjens by chance. 
There is a ilesii-'nlni; .Mind in all hu- 
man events. Cowper, the great hymn 
writer, when In advanced age lost his 
mental balance and planned suicide. 
He engaged a coachman to take him to 
a certain place on the river. Intending 
to drown himself. But the driver lost 
his way. we say providentially, and 
was BO belated that the trip Was aban- 
doned. The suicidal spell was broken. 
Cowper returned to his home and wrote 
that popular hymn: 

"God moves In u mysterious way 
His wonders to perform; 

He plants his footsteps In. the sea, 
And rides upon the storm. 

Deep in unfathomable mines 

Of never-failing skill, 
He treasures up his bright desigUSi 

And works Ills sovereign will." 

Providence hae to do with rulers and 
nations. With all the tricks of design- 
ing men in politics. It may iiui. . a a|)- 
pear thai Ood has no |)arl in elections 
and i lei lion campaigns. Yet 1 um sure 
that now, as in the time of Israel, there 
is an overruling ITovldonce in State 
and governmental affairs. Israel clam- 
ored for a king, and the t«rd gave 
them Bttul. He b. r ime a very wiokeil 
king, and the Lord hml Kuvld anointed 
In his sha.l. Saul used every trick 
known to politics to l<eep David from 
being king, but the men whom find 
favors for office cannot be beaten. Ami 
that fact Is as true imw as then. "By 
me kings reign, and princes decree Jus- 
tice. By me princes rule and nobles, 
•ven all the judge* of the earth." "For

RESTORING KENTUCKY'S SOIL. 



I Li'XinKton l*«'ad.'r i 

Hon. John W. Newman, (.'ummission- 
er of Agriculture of Kentucky, has a 
theory — not altogether original with 
him — which he is preparing to demon- 
strate by practical processes, and If 
his c.utclnsions are souiul he will erei-t 
for hinis.'lf m most enduring monu- 
ment in the memories of the farmers 
uf Kentucky. 

He believes that through extravagant 
and uiiwla* hiiabandry the farm lands 
of Kentucky have been so impoverish- 
ed that their productive qualities are 
now i:educed to at least flfty per cent 
uf what they should be, but he Is also 
ctuivlnced that the farmers of Ken- 
tucky have the means at hand to re- 
store these lands lo the highest possi- 
ble degree of ffrtlllty. 

In most of the couiitl#'S in Kentiick\. 
Mr. .Newman .«.iiii to the .ilitor of Tin- 
lieader, the farm lands have iH-conie 
so acidulated that they will no longer 
priHluce the leguminous plants, such 
as clover, cow peas, soy beans and 
alfalfa In bulk suMlcient to prois'rly 
fee.l the soil with those elementH nec- 
essary to susiaiTi fertility, ami us a 
result the production of wheat, corn, 
t.ibac.'o, hemp, etc Is constantly 
dimi nishiiig. 

The legumes, especially clover and 
ci.w peas, where the soil Is favorable 
to them, through the a<-tlon of the liac- 
terial life which attaches to iheu roots, 
cause the soil to absorti from the at- 
mosphere deposits of nitrogen which 
under normiil conditions has a fertiliz- 
ing value of at least |25 per acre. 

Where olover, peas and other legu- 
minous iilantH will not crow, replen- 
ishing .if Ilie .Moll i.> ihis Qlethod Is 
impossible and It becomes more and 
more unfit for ■uOOSgafui ^lllvation. 

This fault, says Cotoinlssioner New- 
man, can easily he overcome and at 
mnall cost. The sbcret lies in the ap- 
plication I.) the land of pulverized 
llmeslone in the pri'iioi lloti of fmir tons 
to t)ie acn-, who h will correct the 
lu'lilitN 'if ill.- soil anil cause it to yield 
boniitifully of the leguminous plants, 
and commissioner Newman has al- 
ready undertaken to demonstrate his 
theor>' b\- purrliaslmr two crushing ma- 
climes will, h h.',\Mll u-.' in .lifTer.'nl 
p.irts .if thi- .-^liit.- and with which he 
will piilverixe lim. stone for free dls- 
Irbution lo llie farmers. One of these 
machines will shortly be set ui) In 
Fayette Cfiunty. 

Commissioner Newman is .'.m- 
viiiced that if the a|i|ilicati.in of bini - 
stone is immediately foilnwe.l by the 
sowing of red clover or cow p. as, the 
succeeding crop of wheat, i-.irn and 
.ither food crop will be Increased In 
some Instances one hundred per cent. 
At any rate, he appears to be willing 
to stake his reputation on the asser- 
tion. 

CuminisKiomr .N'.wmaii Is Very en- 
thusiastic over this mater and de- 
clares that the time will come when 
the limestone hills of Kentucky will be 
regarded as more valuable to the peo- 
ple of the state as a whole than are the 
coal mines. 

Limestone, lu' sa\s, lan be crushed 
at a cost of about (Itty cents a ton. A 
machine for doing the work can be 
bought for 1760, He expects that co- 
operative farmers' societies will 
eventiiHlly buy these machines tor 
neighborhood use. 

"Soil hullding" is a Hobby With 
(Commissioner Newman, and surely 
every man who Is Interested in the 
welfare of the State will wish him 
success III Ills efforts to make his 
dreams come true, for without Ih.' at:- 
rii iilture wealth of Kentucky h.-r peo- 
pli- would lie poor Imie.-.l.

Tbe 
bow and stem being well protected by 
legitimate arms of warfare and tbe 
■Idea being Impregnable agntnst a Jet 
of hot ateani. the iilrntes withdrew. 

Harding, who had save<l the ship by 
bla admimble foreslirbt nnd resonrce, 
became the Idol of the crew, while all 
respect for the captain was gone. 
When the North Ster Bailed again from 
Amerfega port BafdMnt was bar 
maatar.
